Santa’s  famed  Christmas  work¬ 
shop  at  the  North  Foie  seldom 
turns  out  artistic  house  decorations 
comparable  to  those  made  by  Dr.

This  year,  Dr.  Jones  has 
arranged  four  carolers  on  the  rail¬ 
ing  of  the  south  porch  of  his  home. 

The  choir  boys,  about  three  and 
one-half  feet  tall,  are  dressed  In 
red  robes  with  white  surplices, 
and  each  holds  his  book  of  carols.

On  each  side  of  the  group  are 
Uiree  candles  of  graduated  size, 
striped  with  rcflocling  tape.
